Plans for tho now Library . 

In view of tho congestion in tho Main and Branch libraries it is pleasant to 
'eport steady progress in tho plans for the new Library. By tho Fall of 1947, tho 
Found floor had boon conplotod and covered in, ready for the erection of the* 
structural steel in the Spring of 1948. It is hoped to have tho exterior brick 
rork laid and the building covered in by the vrintor of 1948, and to comploto tho 
mllding by tho Fall of 1949. During tho past year many hours havo-boon spent by 
ircultoot. Librarian, and staff members in tho consideration of tho design, arrango- 
lont, lighting, intoricr finish, equipment and furniture of tho building. Its 
completion is eagerly awaited not only by those who will profit by its superior 
facilities, but also by those departments of tho University who will gain urgently - 
■teedod opaoo which it will bo vacating.

Fo-Tercnce and Porlodlcals 

In addition to the reference service given to faculty and students, this 
epnrtment is responsible for periodicals, government documents find pamphlet 
notorial, inter-library loans, and tho binding of all books and journals for e 
jntire University Library. During the year 955 current periodicals wore ordered 
end recorded (an increase of 65 over last year) 1851 volumes wore prepared for 
binding, en increase of 966 volumes over 1946-47. Foreign periodicals, imobtainablo 
luring the war years, are becoming available once more and evory ofiort is bein: 
jodo to build up tho gaps in our files for that period, with a consequent increase 

In our binding work. 

During the year 153 volumos were borrowed for staff nenbors on Inter-library 
^oan, and 42 volumes loanoa to other libraries. 12 microfilms and 10 photostats 
roro also obtained for those ongagod in research problems.

Circulation statistics soared again this past yoar. In 1946-47 tho main 
Library circulation, 64,460, was double that of the preceding year. In 1947-43 
jtho figuro increased to 80,945, which includes: Books and periodicals from the 
(stacks,' 21,642; Books from the Reserve shelves, 59,303. The Reserve collection 
"in the Fain Library now consists of 126 shelves containing tho required roaai g 
for 91 courses - more than 3,000 volumes in nil. Ihctranural loan borrowing during 
1947-48 was almost double that of last yoar. 1,270 books wore sent out by mail 
to 415 registered borrov<ors.

When tho University decided to of fur 
6 courses in Arts at Calgary, a good foundation collection of books in those flolda, 
ns well ns a baslo reference collection, was addod to tho books on Education already 
in the library* Hew equipment in the Library during tho yonr oonsiotod of a now 
circulation desk, a new card cataloguo, a typowritor and additional shelving, 
iluorooccnt lighting is to bo installed in tho immediate future. 

Kiss Grant, Education Librarian, and a half-tine assistant circulated an 
ivorage of 200 books a duy during tho session, and npproxinatoly 300 readers 
isod tho library daily. 

Nodical Llbrni-y . 

Thin fcrnnoh library is open from 7:45 n.n, - 5 p.ri., 7-10 p.n. dully except 
3nturdayn. Tho Nodical Librarian, Lins Giffon, is novi assisted half-tine by Lies 
lorran Y.nttorborg, nn arrangement which nnkes trained reference eerfrice available 
it all tinen from 9-5 dally. Five part-tine student assistants are nlco employed 
luring tho day and in tho evenings. 

Circulation statistics for tho yo*.r arc: Looerve books (for ovornight uso) 

1,509; books fron the ntneks 2,103; Journals and pamphlet nnteriul, 3,901; a total 
3f 10,570. This is nn increase of 33.7/’ ovor lest year's total of 7,XI, Circulation 
Df reoorvo books for use in the library, of v;hich no systematic count lo kept, was 
jorrespondingly incronaod.

Tho .grant lncreaso in registration in tho Law Faculty since 1945 necessitated 
the addition of a sooond rending room adjoining tho Law Library, to acoonnodato 
tho oxtra students and new books. Mhelvon wore built around the walla and tables 
bnd chairs for 43 additional rendors providod. 

Much offort and nonoy was expended during tho year to bring our collection of 
tow books up to a proper standard, by tho purchase of new bookB and sots, and by tho 
binding or rebinding of hundreds of volunoa already in tho library. One voluablo 
[ten which wo wore ablo to secure - a duplicate sot of English Lav/ Report a - onablod 
bs to remove our former cot from use long onough to save it, by robinding, from 
bonpioto disintegration.
